It appeared, that the accu» 
ed had joined the Army of the Loire ;— 
that after the submission of Gen Excel- 
man's army, he went to Chartres, where 
be hired a coech, and came to Parle, to 
the house cf Mad. de Fonterins, a friend 
of his familv— He intended, at firet, té 
have escaped to America, and procured 
bills on Philadelphia, for 55*000 franks { 
but, on being informed of the King’s 
Otdonnance, of 24th July, he consider 
ed it would be difficult to embark | he 
therefore repaired to Paris, to consult 
his family, on bis ultimata destination— 
, In his first cxaminstion he was asked, 
why be had not followed the example of 
Exceltnan'a troops in assuming the white 
cockade.—He replied, that he was in a 
citiseli'» dress ; and had it not been for 
that, ho Would not have heeitated to have 
worn the white cockade— He protested 
he hsd no sort of intercourse with the 
isle of Elba, and had never been present 
at any n»«*cting io which the recai of Bo­ 
naparte had been agitated. He confese- 
ed he joined in the discontents of the 
day ; but that he had nothing to com­ 
plain of.—He had obtained nothing front 
thè King, and had done nothing for him. 
He stated, he was a General Officer*— 
that rank having been given him on the 
50th of March by the Emperor ; that 
he was an officer of the Legion of Honor 
and of thè*.
